Gas Explosion 
Calls Are Bogus 


Two Crawford County residents received bogus telephone 
calls asking them to evacuate their homes because of the 
danger of a natural gas explosion in June. Neither warning 
came from the Michigan Consolidated Gas Company. 

Roger Royer, manager of government and community rela- 
tions, in MichCon’s Mt. Pleasant office, said his company 
received two inquiries from the Crawford County Sheriff's 
Dept. about the telephone calls the residents had received. He 
told them neither call came from MichCon. 

The first call was received on June 22, at about | a.m., by 
Forest and Bev Elwell on Misty Drive. Bev said the caller 
identified himself as “Mark from Consolidated GasCompany” 
and said there was gas leak in the neighborhood and requested 
that they leave their home immediately, He told the Elwells 
there could be an explosion at any time. 

“I said ‘Do you realize what you arc telling me’ and then he 
hung up,” said Bev. 

The Sheriff's Dept. told the Elwells it was probably a hoax, 
but advised them to tum on their outside lights anda few inside 
and then go back to bed. 

‘The second call was received on June 26, at about 10:40 p.m. 
by a Grayling resident. 

“T don’t know whether these calls are pranks, or whether the 
caller intended to rob the house once the residents had left,” 
said Royer. 

The Grayling resident was told the gas company was work- 
ing a few blocks away and to leave her house immediately 
because of a possible explosion, The woman, who is not a 
MichCon customer, was suspicious of the warming and called 
the Sheriff's Dept. toconfirm the evacuation order, Royer said

County Inmates 
Clean Up City 


Inmates participating in the Crawford County Jail 
Work Program have been sprucing up parts of the city in 
preparation for July's Milltown Festival. 

Six inmates began cutting the grass along the river and 
alongside the newly pavedalley bchind downtown Micht- 
gan Avenue on June 13. They have raked and done 
general clean-up which entailed pulling what has been 
estimated as 30 to 40 years of accumulated junk out of 
alleys between scvcral downtown busincsscs, 

Grayling city manager Jerry Morford and city workers 
have cooperated with the project by supplying a front- 
end loader and dump truck to haul away the refuse. Larry 
McNamara and Bud Hunter have donated money for soft 
drinks for the inmate crew. 

“After the 4th of July, the crew will continue this 
community service project by cleaning the remaining 
alleys and other arcas of the city,” said the Sheriff. 

Besides working in the downtown area, Crawford 
County inmates are also working at the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery. 

The hatchery’s environmental clean-up project, which 
for several years has worked in conjunction with the 
Crawford County Inmate Work Program to collect trash 
from the AuSable River and alongside the county roads, 
will not be taking place this summer because of the lack 
of a sponsor from the business community. In the past, 
Weyerhacuser Structurwood and the Georgia-Pacific 
Beaver Creck Resin Plant have sponsored the Environ- 
mental Cican-up Project. 

Sheriff Hatfield said if somcone from the county with 
a pick-up truck would volunteer their time to work as a 
supervisor for an inmate crew, he would still like to see 
inmates clean the county’s mainroads, He said this could 
begin later in the summer, or in September. 
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National Guard Hosts 
Open House July 14th 


On Saturday, July 14, an Open House will be held on 
Camp Grayling’s air-to-ground firing range in southern 
Otsego County. The public is invited to watch demon- 
stration flights, displays of aircraft, and to witness com- 
bat missions by fighter aircraft. 

Air National Guard units from New Jersey, Wisconsin, 
Ohio, and Michigan will bring several types of airptancs 
and helicopters to the show. The A-7 Corsair, OA-37 
Dragonfly, F-4 Phantom, A-10 Thunderbolt, HH3 Jolly 
Green Giant, AH-1 Cobra, and C- 130 Hercules transport 
are scheduled to demonstrate their flight characteristics, 
and bombing runs, together with helicopter rescuc. The 
planes will drop plastic bombs and fire missiles. 

The Amy National Guard from Camp Grayling will 
help with ground displays and support services. Recruit- 
ing (cams of both services will provide posters, handouts, 
and information, Refreshments will be available through 
the Gaylord Kiwanis Club.

“We do not notify our customers to evacuate by telephone,” 
said Royer. He said service representatives with proper iden- 
lification, driving a MichCon vehicle, knock on doors and 
personally notify customers in case of an emergency. 

“When people recive these types of calls they should either 
contact their local authority or call MichCon directly by using 
the 800 number printed on their bill or in the telephone book,” 
said Royer.

Joseph Stripe To Lead Milltown Parade 


Joseph Stripe, retired super- 
intendent of the Grayling 
Public Schools, has been 
chosen to be grand marshal of 
the Grayling Milltown Parade. 
This year’s theme is ‘‘Senti- 
mental Journcy” and Joe was 
chosen as marshal because he 
represents an era of long- 
Standing commitment to the 
schools and community. His 
almost forty years of school 
service in Grayling endcars 
him to several generations of 
Grayling people as they think 
senumentally of past school 
days. 

When thinking about Joe 
Stripe and what he has done 
for the community, it is a 
“Sentimental Journcy.” Joe 
came to Grayling from the 
Upper Peninsula in 1936 to 
teach shop classes. My first 
recollection of him was 7th 
grade geography class and a 
7th grade play which he di- 
rected, He was 26 years old 
and full of enthusiasm, a trait 
which he still retains, after all 
these years. Coming to Gray- 
ling 57 years ago makes him 
almost a native. 

Joc was born in the year of 
Halley’scomet,a factof which 
he is very proud. He grew up 
in Ontonagon in the UP and as 
a high school student worked 
as a janitor in a church, Stok- 
ing a furnace in that cold cli- 
mate must have been a full 
time job! He graduated from 
Ontonagon and went to col- 
lege in Marquette where dur- 
ing those Depression ycars he 
worked his way through 
school by working ina bakery 
on Fridays and Saturdays, 
working in the college book- 
store setting up rooms for 
dances and parties, and work- 
ing at his rooming house for 
his room, all jobs being held 
for all four years, 

Joe graduated from North- 
em Michigan College in 1932, 
and before coming to Gray- 
ling in 1936, worked in a 
lumber camp, taught adult

education classes for college 
credit, and taught fora year in 
a country school near New- 
berry. 

Joce’s enthusiasm carried 
him through those early years 
of teaching in Grayling, di- 
recuing plays, and all of the 
other endless jobs that were 
bestowed on teachers in those 
“good old days,” chaperoning 
danccs, taking tickets, ctc. and 
all without an extra cent of 
pay. In his first years here the 
teachers were single and Joe, 
as well as others of the men 
tcachers roomed at Cclia 
Granger's house on Chestnut 
Street. 

In 1940, Joe’s frequent vis- 
its to Rogers City to sce a 
certain French teacher named 
Faith resulted in much good- 
natured ribbing from his fa- 
vorite ninth-grade algebra 
class. Joe and Faith had met 
several years cartier while he 
was teaching adult classes in 
the UP. Needless to say, they 
were marricd June 16, 1940, 
and came to Grayling where 
they lived in a tent while con- 
structing their home on Park 
Sircct, the same home in which 
they remain today after 50 
years of marriage. To this 
union were born (wo daugh- 
ters, Rhea and Cathcrine. 

The Stripes Icft Grayling 
for one ycar when they went 
back to Marquette to care for 
her father who was ill and Joe 
taught in the high schoo! there. 
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They were happy to return to 
Grayling. 

Over the years, Joe ad- 
vanced from teacher to princi- 
pal and subscquently to super- 
intendent of the Grayling 
Public Schools. His greatest 
pleasure was in his students, 
as a teacher, a principal, and 
superintendent. He ran the 
school in the best interests of 
the students. He believed in 
education and that school was 
the happiest time in the life of 
the students. As superinicn- 
dent he had to make many 
decisions, some of which he 
knew would be unpopular, but 
again, they were always made 
with the best interests of the 
Students. Joe has the ability to 
laugh at himself and one of 
the storics that he likes to tell 
on himself is the one about 
calling off school for snow 
days, “on days when there 
would be a question of calling 
off school, Joe supposcdly 
went up in his attic and if he 
couldn't see out the window, 
then he wouldcall off school!” 

Although his job consumed 
a great deal of his time, he 
found time for othcr commu- 
nity activities, especially all 
of the activitics of the Gray- 
ling Kiwanis Club. Whenever 
there was a need for a volun- 
tccr to do somcthing and Joc 
was available, he was there, 
another trait which he still 
retains today. 

Before retiring as supcrin- 
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tendent, Joe was instrumental 
in having the new high school 
built, where the Joseph Stripe 
auditorium was dedicated to 
him, Upon reaching that goal 
he retired from the school 
system in 1973 and a big re-

lirement party was held for 
him at the Polyhedron at the 
Grayling Winter Sports Park. 
Since that time he has still 
continued to support educa-

He 
attended school in Grayling

He is survived by his wife, 
Sharon, father, John of Gray- 
ling, three sons of Roscom- 
mon, Howard, James, and 
Cecil, one son, David, of 
Nevada, three grandchildren, 
two brothers, and five sisters.

I've taken on this project of trying to make people here in 
Graying aware of the necessity for recycling. I may make 
mistakes at time in giving some information, but bear with mc. 
The rules for recycling change as the centers are able to handle 
more matcrials, sa if 1 make an error I'll certainly correct it. 

I stated last weck that the high density plastics are the oncs 
that are most used for recycling. This usually means that you 
have to avoid the clear plastics. Most companies are now 
putting a numbering system on their plastics. The lower the 
numbdcr, the more dense it is. It will also read HDPE below the 
Number. This stands for high density polyethylene. If you 
think or if you have been told that any type of plastic is 
acceptable, | would think again. Being that there are different 
grades of plastic, | would assume that some may release toxic 
emissions into the air while they are being boiled, smashed, or 
whatever process is used to prepare them for recycling. Also, 
the plastics that are not acceptable are just going to end up in 
a landfill somewhere, and that is what we are trying to gct away 
from. If this is of serious concem to you, stick to the list that 
follows. It comes from an area that has excellent recycling 
facilities. We can benefit from their information.

A little bit of freedom lost 


ITISLEGAL, the Supreme Court of the United States 
recently ruled, for police agencies to pull over motorists 
and question or cxamine them for no reason at all... not 
even a suspicion of wrong-doing. 

Ruling ina Michigan case, the court majority found so- 
called sobriety check lances are constitutional. 

Lots of folks —- including a majority of the Michigan 
legislature and the American Civil Libertics Union — 
don’t think they arc, or should be. 

Michigan tricd the check lane once, at the urging of 
Gov. James Blanchard. It was back in 1986; state police 
set up the roadblock near Saginaw at abou! midnight, and 
stopped 126 motorists. Of these, two were detained and 


one finally arrested. 


But 126 motorists were stopped for no reason other 
than they happened to be driving at a particular time on 
a particular stretch of highway. There was no other 
reason — not their actions, not suspicions by police, not 


charges by someone clsc.

THE EVIL targeted by random highway stops is 
drunk driving, which is a popular thing to be against. 

Chicf Justice William Rehnquist, writing for the ma- 
jority in the 6-3 decision, encouraged states to battle 


drunk driving. 


“No onc can scriously dispute the magnitude of the 


the end justifying the means. If the end — that is, going 
after drunk driving — is desirable enough, then the 
means — that is, an intrusion upon the privacy of individ- 
ual motorists, — is permissible, 

Three other justices didn’t think so. Justice William 
Brennan, in dissent, claimed that “in the face of the 
‘momentary evil’ of drunken driving, the court... abdi- 
cates its role as the protector” of the right of individual 
privacy. 

Another hurdle also looms. Since the whole thing 
started in 1986, the Michigan legislature has put budget- 
ary restraints on checkpoints. The state police may use 
nonce of its annual appropriation for sobriety checkpoints, 
the lawmakers have provided cach year in adopting the 
state police budget. They did again this year, too, 

* * * 


ONE OF THE arguments against checkpoints is that 
they don’t work. Atlcast 37 states have tried them in one 
way or another. The average time of detainment is about 
30 seconds, and the average catch is only about one of 100 
motorists stopped. 

Their effectiveness is beside the point, however, in 
determining whether they should be permitted. 

Whicn police agencies stop citizens for no reason at all, 
other than being ina particular place at a particular t.me, 
the citizen has every reason to be apprehensive. As 


drunken driving problem or the states’ interest in eradi- 
cating it. Conversely, the weight bearing on the other 
scale — the measure of the intrusion on motorists stopped 
briefly at sobricty check points —is slight,” Mr, Rehnquist 
wrote, 

“The balance of the state’s interest in preventing drunken 
driving, the extent to which this system can reasonably be 
said to advance that interest, and the degree of intrusion 
upon individual motorists who are briefly stopped, weighs 
in favor of the state program.”

THIS LINE of reasoning sounds suspiciously close to 


Justice Stevens wrote in part, unannounced police searches 
at roadblocks, especially at night, are “the hallmark of 
regimes far different from ours” and that the “surprise 
intrusion upon individual liberty is not minimal.” 

Organized drunk driving fighters, such as Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving, are happy about the court ruling, 
As Mike Rizik, the group’s Michigan chapter attomey, 
said, ‘Jt may be half a loaf, but it’s one heck of a half.” 

Certainly drunken driving is a danger and should be 
battled; but unannounced police stops at random road- 
blocks seem like too stiff a price to pay. 

Losing a little freedom can be a dangerous thing.

If an Indian who lived on the shores of Lake Huron 
wanted to visita tribe on the shores of Lake Michigan, the 
AuSable and Manistee rivers were his highway. He 
could paddle up the AuSable to about where the dam is 
west of Grayling. From there about a mile and a half 
portage would put him in Portage Lake in the Danish 
Landing area, Paddling across the lake to Portage Creek 
which would soon take him to the Manistce for a down 
hill ride to Lake Michigan. 

When Rasmus Hanson donated the land where Camp 
Grayling is located, the State decided to change the 
name of Portage Laks to Lake Margrethe in honor of 
Rasmus’ wife Margrcthe as a token of their appreciation. 

Margrethe was born in Boto Paa Falster, Denmark, on 
the seventh of September 1845. As a young lady, when 
a brother who tived in this country returned fora visit she 
decided to come here with him, She found work in the 
Ludington area where she met an cnierprising young 
lumber man, Rasmus Hanson. In 1867 they were married 
and moved to Grayling in 1878. She bore seven children, 
five of which reached adulthood. Rasmus and Margrethe 
had been marricd sixty years when he passed away on 
October 31, 1927, Margrethe continued to live in their 
large home on Peninsular Sircct until her death on Sep- 
tember 17, 1946, at the age of 101 years. She was well 
knownas a kind and gencrous lady who devoted much of 
her time in service to others. We can be very proud of 
beautiful Lake Margrethe and the great tady it was named 
for, who lived here 68 of her 10) years. 

Now that the Grayling strect program is nearing com- 
pletion we can feel very proud. Not many citics of our 
size enjoy the fine streets we have here. A well deserved 
Thank You to Jerry Morford and the city council is in 
order. One other thing I would like to sce is all new 
sidewalks in our fair city.

Needless to say nature does 
not provide the members of 
the animal kingdom with bath- 
tubs, soap or combs, so they 
must manage with what they 
have. For example, bobcats 
clean themselves and their 
young in much the same way 
that your family cat does. 

Bats also clean themselves 
with their tongue, but places 
like the inside of the ear are 
cleaned with a saliva mois- 
tened wing thumb, The bat 
pays special attention to its 
wings to keep them soft and 
clean and uses its tongue to 
massage cach joint of its wing 
hands every day. 

Birds aren't the only crea- 
tures to take dust baths, rab- 
bitsand squirre!s look for spots 
where the soil is powdery dry, 
then it lies down, rolls, kicks 
its legs, pulls itself in circles 
then finishes with a good 
shake. The dust bath helps to 
clog the breathing holes of 
any attached parasites caus- 
ing thein to drop off the ani- 
mal. . 

Birds sich as grouse and 


turkeys also take dust baths 
and some birds never bathe in 
water at all. The bird scratches 
the dirt until it is loose then 
lies down and throws the 
powdery dirt all over its wee 
and wings. With its feathers 
hetd loosely open the dirt can 
penetrate all the way to the 
skin to reach any parasites. 
When the bird shakes after its 
dust bath, many of the para- 
sites drop off. 

Evenants take baths by lick- 
ing themselves every few 
minutes with an oily saliva 
which cleans and oils their 
body. Because an ants anten- 
hac is very sensitive, they must 
keep them clean also. The ant 
will lift a front leg over the 
antennac and pulls through a 
special brush which grows at 
its wrist. The brush is then 
pulled through the ants mouth 
to remove any dirt. 

Even fish have trouble with 
parasites and to try to remove 
them, the fish may roll to the 
side and rub against a plant or 
rock,
